REMARKS 



Applicant thanks the Examiner for noting the allowability of claims 2 - 4, 7 - 17, 20 - 27 
and 29-31. Claims 1-31 were previously pending. Claims 2, 7, 21 and 29 are herein 
cancelled. Accordingly, claims 1, 3 - 6, 8 - 20, 22 - 28 and 30 - 31 are presently pending. 

I. 35 U.S.C. § 112, Second Paragraph, Rejections 

The Examiner rejects claims 4, 14 - 15, 17, 25 - 26 and 29 - 31 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph, due to antecedent basis issues. Claim 29 is herein cancelled, obviating the 
rejection as to this claim. 

Applicant asserts that the amendments provided herein overcome all of the antecedent 
basis issues raised by the Examiner as the basis for the § 112 rejections. Accordingly, claims 4, 
14- 15, 17, 25 - 26 and 30 - 3 1 are asserted as patentable. 

II. 35 U.S.C. § 102 and § 103 Rejections 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102 as allegedly anticipated by U.S.P. No. 
5,875,177 to Uriu. Claims 5 - 6, 18 - 19 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 in view of 
the Uriu reference and U.S.P. No. 5,450,394 to Gruber. These rejections are respectfully 
traversed as follows. 

To expedite allowance, Applicant herein amends subject matter noted by the Examiner as 
allowable into the independent claims. The Examiner is therefore respectfully requested to pass 
the application to issue.
